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Council Considers 
Three Paving Bids 


The Warren borough 
council 
Monday night opened three paving 
bids for the first group of streets 
to be surfaced under the paving 
program. The low bid for cement 
paving was submitted by Keystone 
Construction 
Co., 
of Meadville, 
which quoted $110,196. 
The Keystone was high in the 
blacktop and curbing bid with 
$137,856. Low bid for this type of 
paving was $119,506 submitted by 
Kebert Construction Co., of Mead­ 
ville. 
The Kebert firm was second low 
on cement paving with a bid of 
$126,275. Third was the Joseph Mc­ 
Cormick Co., of Erie, with $129,026. 
This firm did not submit a bid on 
the blacktop paving. 
Action on the bids will be taken 
at an adjourned session of council, 
April 25. 
Council voted to go along with 
the major portions of the country 
which this year are extending day­ 
light saving to October 30. It will 
start at midnight, April 30. 
Council heard a request by the 
VFW, through 
its 
attorney, 
C. 
Henry Nicholson, for the convey­ 
ance of a piece of property west 
of the VFW building on Pennsyl­ 
vania ave. The VFW wants the 
borough and the county to relin­ 
quish any right they might have to 
this property, which is half the 
width of the old rigt-of-way lead­ 
ing 
to 
the 
former suspension 
bridge. It was referred to the 
building and lands committee for 
study. 
Councilman Africa reporting for 
a committee on the division of the 
Fifth Ward reported that the com­ 
mittee felt that such a division 
would result in too many council- 
men. It recommended 
that 
the 
First, Second, and Third wards be 
made into Wards One and Two, 
the upper Fifth be made Ward 
Three, and part of the Sixth be 
added to Ward Nine. 
A resolution was passed petition­ 
ing the court of quarter sessions 
to make necessary changes in the 
boundary of the wards mentioned 
to proportionately divide the popu­ 
lation of the county within the 
borough of Warren. The resolution 
also included the report of the Com­ 
mittee.

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Warren School Board 
Approves Salk Vaccine 


Students in the first and second 
grades of Warren schools will re­ 
ceive inoculations of Salk vaccine 
for the prevention of Polio upon 
the request of the parents. The 
borough school board has stamped 
its approval on the plan sponsored 
by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis and which they 
hope will irradicate the crippling 
disease. The first preventative in­ 
oculations will be given on April 
21. 
The members of the Warren 
board accepted a recommendation 
of the recreation committee of the 
Warren borough council that the 
board employ and pay the play­ 
ground leaders for the summer 
activities. It is understood that the 
state will reimburse the board 68.93 
percent of the costs and the bor­ 
ough council will assume the bal­ 
ance.

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the anniversary of the E aster Re­ 
bellion of 1916 and, after church, 
all of Ireland turns out to watch 
the Irish Army parade down the 
main street. There are only 3,000, 
000 in Ireland, and by George, I 
counted all 3,000,000 of them right 
there. And hardly an E aster bonnet 
in the crowd and not a sign of Mr. 
John or a mention of Christian 
Dior. 
It does seem like a long way to 
go to get away from Fifth Avenue, 
but actually I have gone farther 
than that. I remember one lovely 
Easter in Bruges, the beautiful city 
in Belgium which fell asleep in the 
Thirteenth century and hasn’t a- 
wakened yet. I roamed the cobble­ 
stone streets along 
the 
ancient 
canals, 
inspecting the medieval 
churches and listening to the bells 
which seemed to ring all day long. 
And last year I took a little 
excursion boat up the coast of the 
Italian Riviera to the little fishing 
village of Fan Fruttuosi, which can 
be approached only by sea. There’s 
a Thirteenth century nunnery, now 
abandoned, there and hanging on 
the wall is a television set on which 
we watched 
Easter 
services 
in 
Milan. 
Oh, the world just teems with 
places to spend Easter, none of 
them Fifth Avenue. This year, to 
get a little religious note into their 
Easter broadcasts for a change, 
the networks, I noticed, telecast 
the services from 
cathedrals 
at 
Cincinnati and Washington. Well, 
that’s a fine idea, but I should think 
an even better one might be to 
shop around New England and find 
one of the little white churches 
with which all New England is 
dotted. 
They’re very simple and beauti­ 
ful and the proportions of the win­ 
dows and columns and steeple are 
matchless. They’re also more Am­ 
erican than any cathedral. This is 
not fundamentally a 
cathedral 
country. We went to a little church 
in Colebrook, no 
different 
from 
hundreds of others in New Eng­ 
land, and listened to a 
sermon 
about heightening our apprehen­ 
sions, delivered by a minister who 
had obviously been 
thoroughly 
steeped in Ralph Waldo Emerson. 
It was the most American Easter 
morning I’ve ever spent. 
A few years ago television took 
such a lambasting for commercial­ 
izing Easter that there have been 
great efforts to prevent repetition. 
Up here we’re out of touch with 
television, but I left my operative 
X-l behind to see that they be­ 
haved themselves and from her 
report apparently they did fairly 
well.

Formosa Decision Is Yours 
Most of us have a vague idea 
concerning what we believe should 
be done about the Formosa prob­ 
lem. Some believe we must take 
a firm stand at every point, no 
m atter how small the point may 
be geographically. Others believe 
that at the very most we should 
help defend the main island and 
forget the ones that are close to 
the mainland. 
The extremes run from 
those 
who say we should get out of Asia 
with our arm ed might and make 
friends with peaceful help, to those 
who believe we should go so far as 
to tell China it can’t build airports 
on its own land. 
We suspect that 
the 
average 
American doesn’t go along with 
any of these thoughts. He feels we 
have conquered Japan and should 
maintain some kind of control over 
that nation. And he believes we 
should protect the Philippines. But 
he can't get himself worked up 
about a Kai-Shek who couldn’t win 
when he had millions at his call on 
the mainland and now wants us to 
get him back there the hard way. 
How Mr. Average American feels 
about this is important. Washington 
is very sensitive to your stronger 
wishes, and it is not easy to sell 
the citizens of this nation on war. 
It isn’t enough for us to read the 
conclusions 
of 
national 
leaders 
and syndicated writers. It really 
is our own thinking that will de­ 
cide this thing. 
Perhaps we can simplify this de­ 
cision. Do you as an individual 
feel that the islands off the China 
coast are sufficiently vital to our 
defense for you to risk your own 
life, and perhaps shed it, defend­ 
ing them? Would you send your 
son to give his life to defend them? 
Would you sacrifice your life or 
the life of any member of your 
family to save Matsu? If you would 
not do that much, you do not be­ 
lieve they justify the use of our 
army and navy. The arm y and 
navy is not some intangible group 
you wave Bt the enemy. It is made 
up of your flesh and blood.

Keep Your Town Alive 
An undercurrent of tugging and 
pulling for something to be done in 
Warren county in hopes of holding 
our own industrially is sensed by 
this reporter. It never erupts in full 
cry, but the demand is there and 
one day enough people may get 
together in some of our communi­ 
ties to accomplish something. 
We have discussed the aspects of 
this problem in several issues. Last 
December we mentioned the ad­ 
vice that was available from the 
state, which has studied the mis­ 
takes made by many communities 
and the successes of others. From 
these studies it has come up with 
some good advice. To our knowl­ 
edge not one community in Warren 
county has heeded this suggestion. 
In case you have meant to do 
this but have forgotten where to 
write, the Bureau of Employment 
Security is your customer. Basical­ 
ly you will be told to 
form 
a 
community 
wide 
group, 
obtain 
facts about your community, learn 
♦he exact labor needs of your town* 
a?id plan a . continuing fund that 
will work consistently at the job of 
keeping your community alive. 
Some do this by inviting every­ 
one in town to take part. In one 
community hundreds ot members 
are paying five cents a week. In 
others a smaller group of business 
men are working together with in­ 
dividual investments that range 
from a hundred dollars a year to 
a thousand. 
Figure what the income of fifty 
employes would be worth to your 
community and you will find the 
investment worthwhile. At 53 009 a 
year the earned income would be 
$150,000! And with mer; working in 
town, most of it would be spent at 
home. In addition there is the 
money spent by the plant., and the 
taxes obtained from it. 
If you want to figure it in cold 
dollars, a few men 
working 
at 
home in a local plant are worth a 
major investment 
in 
time

Labor And Farmers 
May Join Hands 
By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. ~ Every so often 
signs 
of 
an 
economic-political 
movement pop into view. One has 
been going on quietly for some 
time now. 
Its aim is to get farm ers and 
industrial labor into a coalition for 
political action. As a m atter of 
fact, this is another revival of a 
movement which 
has 
been 
the 
dream of political organizers for 
generations back. 
Just now labor is working ac­ 
tively at it again, and Democrats 
are encouraging the coalition idea 
as another way to strengthen fur­ 
ther the Democratic party’s re­ 
surgence as manifested in succes­ 
sive elections for nearly two years. 
Every little bit helps for the 1956 
national election test. 
The time 
and 
conditions 
are 
peculiarly prppitious. Farm ers, for 
their part, are in a period of fall­ 
ing prices, which makes them sus­ 
ceptible to gestures of political aid. 


Labor, on its part, is being con­ 
stantly reminded by its leaders of 
continuing unemployment which, 
while not general or considerable, 
yet is an acute problem in con­ 
centrated distress areas such as 
coal and textiles. So labor, too, is 
on the lookout for allies. 
Farm and labor discontent, re 
acting upon each group separately, 
was a factor in last November’s 
Congressional and state elections, 
it is generally agreed, and to the 
advantage of Democrats, though it 
was spotty and not an across-the- 
board impulse. Such as it was, 
however, it gave an impetus to the 
farm-labor 
coalition 
campaign 
which, thus far, gets its initiative 
principally from 
labor and the 
Democrats. 
The occasion and the issue and 
the men all came together recently 
for a public demonstration here to 
promote the coalition. 
The issue, raised by Democrats, 
is an attem pt to restore rigid price 
supports at 90 percent of parity on 
basic crops to replace the flexible 
price supports, voted by the 83rd 
Republican Congress, which go into 
effect for the 1955 crop year.

The opposition was public hear­ 
ings by the 
House 
Agriculture 
Committee on a bill to repeal the 
flexible program and restore the 
90 percent supports. One of the 
men in the picture was 
Walter 
Reuther, CIO president, who ap­ 
peared personally before the com 
mittee to endorse this bill on be­ 
half of his organization. 
The other was Rep. Harold D. 
Cooley 
(D., 
N.C.), 
committee 
chairman, who performed his end 
of the Alphonse^Gaston act most 
graciously. He had a reprint of the 
Reuther statem ent made in pamph­ 
let form, which also included state­ 
ments endorsing his 90 percent- 
support bill submitted for the rec­ 
ord by George Meaney, AFL presi­ 
dent, and by the textile workers 
union, the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers, and communication work­ 
ers. 
For this pamphlet, the North Car­ 
olina Democrat supplied a preface 
signed by him in which he pointed 
out that this was the first time in 
his 20 years in Congress that the 
head of a national labor organiza­ 
tion had appeared before the House 
committee to speak for farm legis 
lation. Then he added that the 
Reuther statem ent was also "the 
best farm speech" he had heard in 
his 20 years in Congress. 
This document now is being dis­ 
tributed by the CIO and AFL. 
In other ways organized labor 
has been busy in recent months 
trying to establish cordial relations 
with farm ers. For example, state 
CIO leaders appeared to testify for 
farm legislation before the House 
Agriculture Committee during the 
committee’s tour last year when it 
held public hearings 
in 
various 
parts of the country. Likewise, the 
CIO has been putting on exhibits 
at county fairs, setting up a tent 
from which is distributed literature 
emphasizing the interdependence of 
farm er and labor and where also 
are handed out balloons for the 
boys and girls of farm families. 
Whether farm ers and city union 
members become clubby enough to 
coalesce effectively for political 
action only in times of adversity 
we may know better after next 
year’s national election. We will, 
however, have a test of a sort in 
the field of legislation when the 90 
percent of parity bill comes be­ 
fore the House after the current 
Easter recess. Then we can see 
how many urban members, who 
are in a minority, follow Walter 
Reuther’s advice and vote with 
Rep. Cooley and the Democrats in 
the effort to upset the Administra­ 
tion farm program. A close vote is 
expected. City m embers 
could 
swing the balance 
The previous attempt to create 
a farm-labor coalition was back in 
1949 at a rally in Des Moines spon­ 
sored by the Democrats. Repre­ 
sentatives of city unions and farm ­ 
ers rose there, in turn, to declare 
how they 
needed 
one 
another. 
That movement, however, could not 
survive the 1952 Eisenhower land 
slide, which shook it to pieces. 
Now, the two groups - farm er 
and labor - are restive again and 
looking around for help and com­ 
fort
